ENJOY DISTINCTION AS IN OLDEN DAYS. 



Robert Oliver Lands the Steeplechase— Dick Wil- 
liams Defeats Green Jones in the Feature Race 
—Lady Eileen Wins at a Good Price.

Saratosra, X. Y., Aufnist 10. — In the absence of 
nn 3 * stake offering, tlie steeplechase over the al>out 
two miles and a <iuarter route, served :is the fea- 
ture and produced a ratliiiK <*ontest. Robert Oliver, 
the favorite. triumpliiiiK at tlie end by a small 
margin over Crest Hill, with Syosset following. 
Only four started. Supi'rhuman cominp to fjrief 
at the nineteenth iiedpe. The <|uartette ran closely 
;:roui)ed and fenci'd in faulth'ss style for the first 
two rounds of the field. After tlie fiftt'entli <»b- 
stacle had l»een covered tin* pace cpiickenod and 
Crest Hill. Syosset and RolK*rt Oliver tm»k turns 
at showing the Avay. Crest Hill was the leader 
over the last Iiurdle. with Hol>ert Oliver .md .Syosset 
eloso to him. In the final drive Willi.ams’ hard rid- 
iiiK on the favorite prevailed and he got up to 
win bj' a scant margin. 

The hanl rain of this morning caused changed 
track conditions and gave opinirtunity to those 
racers whi<h run Avell in going to race to their 
liest. Lleal weather was again the order dur- 
ing the aftiU’iioon and a generous attendance 
Avus present. The talent was in great form and 
landed frequently on Avinners, the choices account- 
ing for most of tin? purses. 

The Mechanieville Handicap at one mile aa*us re- 
du<*ed by withdraAvals to four starters. Avith Dick 
Williams and Fau.v-4'ol absorbing the most atten- 
tion. Fau\-Col flattered extensively by showing the 
Avn.v until reaching the str»*tch. where he Avas jmssed 
in quick suc«-ession by all the others, Dick Willi- 
ams Avinning after a slight shaking up from Green 
.iones. The latter ran a goo<l race in going sup- 
to lie unfavorable to him. 

Little Nearer was an overAvhelining choice in the 
fifth race, but Avhile he sin-ceeded in landing tlie 
purse, his margin was a small one ami his victor.v 
extremely' lu<*ky and largelj' due to Jocke.v Lykes’ 
inability to keep The Grader from running out on 
the stretch ttirn. This cost the Looney starter much 
ground ami enabled Little Nearer to slip through 
next to the inner rail. Ihivedale finished third and 
at one time loomed up as the probabb* Avinner. The 
winner, entered for ;$1.000. aauis bid up to $1,505 by 
George Lund, but Avas bought in. 

The third race, in Avhich some ordinary two-year- 
old fillies started, prodm-ed the only outstamiing 
upset of the aftennKui in the victory of Lady 
Eileen over Aileen O. Roth llllies are by ('elt 
and ran well in the going. E. H. Bradley’s Blu«* 
Paradise 'was given A-ast attention in tlie race, but 
Shilling killed her chances b.v the excessive use he 
made of her in the first lialf mile. Avhich left her 
exhauste<l Avlieii she rounded into the stretch.

Saratoga, N. Y., August 10. — An immen.se crowd was present last night at the Fasig- 
Tipton palatial sale mart to observe proceedings attending the sale by auction of the Eng- 
li.sh-bred yearlings, imported to this country by Messrs. Keene, Schorr and Long. There were 
many grandly-bred ones in the collection and bidding on the better appearing ones was spir- 
ited. The sale at times became draggy. The star of the foreign-breds was the chestnut colt 
by Marco-Forecastle, which engaged lively bidding and finally went to E. R. Bradley for 
$6,500. 

Another youngster that came in for considerable attention was the Santoi — Trousseau 
colt, which went to E. B. McLean, after a sharp tilt with W. S. Kilmer. 

The star of the entire sale w*as the American-bred colt by Ballot— La Venganza, which 
was secured by Thomas Monahan on his bid of $9,600. The dam in foal was bought last 
year for a paltry 12,100 at the J. B. Haggin dispersal sale, by Messrs. Schorr and Keene. 

The twenty-six English-bred colts went for a total of $43,350 and the total for the en- 
tire collection of Keene, Schorr and Long's American and English consignment reached the 
good sum of $54,900. 

Five other youngsters, one the property of T. C. Bradley and four owned by McBrayer 
Moore, made an addition of $4,900, or a grand total of $59,800 for the thirty-five head that 
were disposed of. 

A terrific down pour came near the close of the sale and detained many from journey- 
ing home until the rain had subsided.

MANY HORSES FOR KEMPTON MEETING TRAVERS STAKES TO BRING OUT STARS 



Nearly Two Hundred Thoroughbreds Are Now Omar Khay3n.m and Hourless Expected to Meet 
Stabled at the Laprairie Course. in That Big Feature Race. 



Montre;il. Quo., August 10. — With somothing like 
tAvo Imiidrod Ihu-sos already at tlie traok, there 
Avill be no shorpige of performers to make up tlie 
fields for the thirty-da.v meeting A\*hieli starts aerosK 
the rher on Saturday. Om-e the .mieeess of the 
meeting has li^n assured, many other oAH’iiers. who 
are now resting their eharg»*s iiereal>onts after 
the Canadian eainpaigii, are expected to send their 
steeds across. 

Sam Holman, manager of the Kenipton course, 
is the least concerned of anyone in the city, jxissi- 
bl.v, as to how wagering is to be curried out at 
the I..aprairie track on Saturday. 

“The track Avill have no part iiF any betting 
there may be,” said Manager Holman. “The gov- 
ernment has said *No organized betting,’ and the 
track management of Laprairie will tolerate no in- 
fraction of the law. We intend to keep strictly 
within tlie hiAV tlitoiighoiit. Of course, if one man 
wants to go to another, and make a Avuger on tiie 
out eonie of any race, that’s their own hiisiiiess, 
and none of ours. We have asked a goA’cmment in- 
spector to be present, and we do not hiuk he will 
alloAV the law to be broken.’’ 

Ill other ways than as regards betting, the meet- 
ing which opens Saturday will be unique in Ca- 
nadian racing history. For one thing, it is planned 
to run but five races a day. This avUI come as a 
relief to Montreal’s myriad race fans, for It has 
been the custom of local independent tracks to run 
to the full measure of the law and stage seven 
races daily in the present season, while in other 
years as many as nine have been hustled off in a 
single day. At Kempton Park there Avill be but 
five, enabling the fans to return to the city by 
five o’clock at the latest.

Willie Crump and J. Loftus Are Hailed as Leaders, 

but Not with Sufficient Advantage to Enjoy a 
Folloiving to Affect Course of Betting. 

(Ry J. R. Jeffery). 

Saratoga, N. Y., August 10. — There is a general 
dis|)oKition among dis<-eriiiiig horsemen gathereil 
here to deplore the mediocrity into which race rid- 
ing in America seemingly has degenerated. The 
opinion is widely entertained tliat ne\'er since 
racing has attained its jiresent importance has 
tiiere lieeii such a paucity of capable riders in the 
saddle in this eoimtrj- as at the present time. Sine<* 
tlie retirement of C. H. Shilling, who is iirobably 
entitled to bt* classed as the liest of the latter-day 
riders, no jockey has lieen develoiied who has lieen 
able to hold the premiership for any considerable 
perioil. SeA-eral IniA-e flashed across tlie tnrf hori- 
zon from time to time in a promising way. but none 
has survi\*ed the ordeal Avhen relentlessly put to 
tlie test. Oldtimers on the turf Avliose memories 
go back to the «|ays when Mcl„-uighlin, Garrison. 
Isaac Mnridiy, Tod Sloan and other illustrious stars 
of the saddle Avere making turf history, are es- 
pecially severe in their criticism of the present- 
day riders and their methods of riding. 

Witli practically all <.f tlie hading jmkev.s of 
the loiintry gathered here, the lack of outsta'nUing 
ability niKJii the part of any particular one of them 
is strongly emphasized. It is significant tliat none 
enjoys a following of sufficient proiMirtion to greatlv 
affeet the course of the »M‘ttiiig, as hap|iened in so 
many instinces that eonld Im? cited in the olden 
days. It should not be inferreil. however, that tliere" 
are no riders here who are not equal to the task of 
generally Avlnning with tin* liest horse, for there 
are. but it is difficult to seleet one capable of wlii- 
ning frequently with any but the liest horses. 

Willie (’rumi). who eaiiie here with good creden- 
tials, as Ijefltted the leading jocke.v of the year in 
AA'inning mounts, has ridden so poorly since his ar- 
rival that the average turfman is wonilering Jioav 
he ever succeeded in making the fine record Avhich 
stands to his credit since January 1. He avhs taken 
ill on Wednesday and removed to a hospital and 
although his iliness is not regarded seriously, it is 
l^lieA-ed by some that the boy may have iieen trou- 
bled for some time ami that a rest of several davs 
will Iiring him hack into the stride Avhich put him 
to the top of the list of riders. 

Jockey J. Loftus Is a Finished Rider. 

that the public* Avould eiijoj^ scH*ing in the 
saddle* more frequently is .1. Loftus, who probablv 
IS entitled to be* rc‘garded as tlie most capable of all 
the jockeys here, but avIio rides oiilv infrequentlv 
because* of his inability to make the Ioav weights 
generally demaiuled. 

Jockey I>oftus is a finished rieler, under contract 
to the A. K. Macomber stable. He liad one of his 
liest days at the Saratoga meeting W'edm-sdav 
Avh(*n lie piloted Imme three winners for his em- 
ployer, his principal sc-ore? being with Sunbonnet 
in tlie* Alabama Stake's. 

The oute-onie of tlie ye*arling sale of T. C. Me- 
Dowell. Aviiose crop of thirteen youngsters brought 
$29.1o0. affords a striking example of the eonfi- 
denee with Avhich buyers regard successful racing 

stock. It has be*en Major Me* Dowell’s practiet* to 
tram and race the produce of the Avell-brcd band of 
stallions and mares with which lie has stocked Ash- 
land Fanil, one*e the home of his famous ancestor 
Henry Clay, tlie* great commoner, at Lexington Ky 

Major MeDowoll’s success year after year, with 
his home-bred stock. constitutes one of tin* 
pleasing chapters of recent Anieriean racing his- 
tory. Only twice* before lias he sold his crop of 

.vearlings. At the inception of his career as a 
hre*eder he comincteel a sale Avliii h realized an aver- 
age of $600 pe*r he*ad. W’hen the sale* was oA*er lie 

repurchased one of tlie yearlings for 'niis 

was Rracegirelle, the mare* that lias been chiefly 
responsible for tlie fame which has e*ome to Ash- 
land Farm as a breeding e*stablishnient. It AAas not 
until seventeen years later that Major McDowell 
again offereel his yearlings at auction. Then tliev 
averaged $1.3lM) each, anel now, after another in- 
terim of years, the aA'erage lias climbed to $2,249. 

Smoky Lamp, tlie chestnut filly by IMamlit— Ex- 
pressive, which made an auspicious debut in racing 
by c'arrj’ing the colors of Mrs. W’alter .M. Jeffonis 
of I’hiladelphia to vie*tory in the race for two- year- 
old fillies here on ’I'lieselay. on the oe*i*asion of lu*r 
initial start, was imrchascd from her breeeh*r, John 
E. Maeldcn, togotlier with the g»>o<l e*olt Riilly Roy, 
$30,(MIO iH'iiig paid for the two youngsters. RiiI'Ia'' 
Roy Avas punhase*d for the ae-count of Kaniiiel li 
Rieldic, also of IMiiladdpliia, wlio.se liorses race in 
the name of the (;ien Rieldle Farms. 

Philadelphia Well Represented.

I Etienne De Mestre and His Exploits with the 
Famous Archer, Chester and Others.

Tlio dp.itli of Mr. Eth'iine Livingstone de Mestre, 
nniiouneod in these eolmnns last week, recalls to 
mind many imiM»rtant and interesting turf events 
of a perioil in which Australia had ijuite a galaxy 
of large-hearted, enthusiastic, and clean sportsmen, 
and not one TM‘rhui>s more notable than the old 
squin* of Terjira, who in his honorable racing 
career of thirty vears contributed a big page to 
the siHirting history of this country, both as a 

studmaster aind owner, as well as trainer. He was 

_ ^ _ - - .. . o iQoa Sydney in 1S.32. His father, a native of 
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IK* Mestre, senior, piirehased the Terara estate, of 
a tlioiisand aen*s, on the Shoalhaven river, two 
miles east of tlie present town of Nowra, and this, 
with other farm property that he subsequently 
aeqnired in tlie sanu* district, was at bis death left 
to bis son. “Ettie” early Iweanie infatuated with 
racing and the raising of stock, and attracted 
eonsidenible attention as an amateur horseman. 
When fifteen years old he won a g(H>d race at 
Itathurst on a mare named Sweetheart, his own 
proiH*rty; but it was not until 18.^»7 and 1858 that 
he showed that he was a master of tlie art of 
training. 

j In the al)ove-mentioned years Mr. De Mestre 
became assoeiat(*d Tvith Messrs. Rowland, Hassull 
and T(un Rols*rts, of Exeter Farm,_ Rraidwood. 
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care<*r. Anotlier gixid fri«*nd to the subject «>f this 
notice was a mare named Greenmantle, which car- 
rie«l the colors of Mr. Rowe first past the iH)st in 
quite a number of pnmiiueiit events. Several otlier 
g«M»d horses g<it into bis hands, and won iiiuumer 
able races b«*tween 18.58 and 1860. 

First Melbourne Cup Winner. 

The great Archer then went into his stable, and 
with this horse Mr. De Mestre won the fii^t Mel- 
iKUirno Cup ever <*onipeted for. This was in 1861. 
and in the following year Archer won the (’up 
again. On the first o<*easion his weight was 1.3.5 
IMumds, and on the se<*ond 142 pounds. Ciitts, one 
of the best of our <dd-time jockeys, was the sue- 



test. 



ner of the S.v«liiey Cup of 1866, was another good 
I hf>rKO that pas^^ed through his hands. In 1867 Tim 
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teen, and, journeying on to Melbourne, he won the 
Jlellxmrne I’np witli 123 iKHinds, having 26 lH*hind 
him. And this is the only occasion on which this 
dontile has lMH*n won by the one horse. .Tohnny 
Driscoll was Tim’s pilot in each race, and the name 
of De Mestre became highly iK>pnlar through these 
wins, to sav nothing of many other events se<-iired 
by the triumphant pair. Alwut this time the Terara 
trainer had two useful horses in Stumpy and 
PlMM'be, ami warn a large number of races with 
them ill many parts of New South W’ales. From 
1868 to 1872 tlie stable bad a fairly good wiiiuiiig 
turn. Ill the latter year Dagwortli carried the all- 
Maek to victory in the Hawkesbury Handicap, and 
Metropolitan Stakes, and repeated the Hawkesbury 
performaiue in the following year. On this oc- 
easion he was ridden by George Donnelly, one of 
the most respt*cted of our turf- goers. In 1873 

Horatio, a fine son of Maribyrnong, won the Met 
repolitan. Thus Mr. De Mestre had landed the 
Hawkesbury Handicap and “Metropolitan,” two 
years in succession. W’ith Horatio and Dagwortli 
’he had a try for the Melbourne Cup, but suffered 
defeat, although each ran into a place in their re- 
spective years. 

Robin Hood and Robinson Crusoe. 

In 1873 Mr. C. B. Fisher plaeed a numlier of 
.aluable youngsters in Mr. De Mestre’s hands to 
undergo a preparation. Among them were Golds- 
brough’s brother, Robin Hood, Burgundy (a son of 
Sour (Jrap«*s), Sovereign (a son of Firew’orks 



Cup won bv horses trained by the owner of the all 
black. Chester, unfortunately, struek against a iiost 
when running well and the result was that Morri 
son’s leg was broken. Mr. De Mestre scored well 
in tlie minor races. Subsequently he unfortunately 
entered uinm an enterprise that turned out dis- 
astrously for liim. Tired of the racing world, Mr. 
C. B. Fisher, who had long bet*n a staunch siipixirter 
of the Terara Stable, determined to dispose of his 
famous Maribyrnong Stud, and on the eventful sale 
day Mr. De Mestre purchased, at big figures, some 
of the choicest mares in the stud, among them being 
('ocoannt. Rose of Denmark. La Mousse, Nightliglit. 
Rose d’Auiour, Art Union and many others of celeb- 
rity; and to make sure of success, the stallions 
Ro'binsoii C^rusoe nnd I’iscntor were also purchased, 
the former at a liigli figure. In fact, the whole of 
the Maribyrnong pimliases told up to a big eheck. 
From the moment of these valuable animals arriving 
at Terara disaster set in, many of the clioicest 
mares dying during their first winter at the coastal 
stud. Then, again, those that lived failed, except 
in two or tlirce instances, to prcMluce anything to 
the racing w'urld w'orthy of their high lineage. Fi- 
nancial losse.s and failing health ultimately impelled 
.Mr. IK* Mestre* to disperse his stud and retire from 
turf activities. 

During tlie years 1878 to 1880 Mr. De Mestrt*’s 
name did not find its way to the roll of classical 
•.Vinners, but, by the aid of Guinea, Success, (Didarz. 
I’aul, Malmaisoii, Chesterfield and others, the all- 
Idack banner was upon scores of occasions to the 
fore. Ill 1880 the Australian .lockcy Club (’ham- 
pagiie Stakes and a rnaluce Stakes fell to (Jrand 
l*rix. a fine son of The Maniuis, of which Mr. De 
Mestre w’as extremely foml; and the same colt won 
the Victoria Racing Club Ascot Vale Stakes. 

Advent of Navigator. 

In 1882. the veteran was in great form with 
horses of his own breeding. The leading light was 
one that coiniH*teiit judges had de«*lared the bi*st 
liorse they had ever seen, not even ex<*cpting tlie 
wonderful (\irbine, wliiidi was, indeed, fortunate 
in never having met as goial a three-year-old ns 
Navigator,, or even his brother. Trident, both of 
which were bred at Terara. Navigator (for such 
was the name of the clianipiun) started his racing 
career in the spring of 1882. In the Maribyrnong 
Plate lie met with defeat, but caused the judge to 
hoist his numlH*r lx*fore tlie meeting was over. In 
the Autumn of the same year he sliowod how good 
he was. Starting with the Victoria Racing (Mub 
meeting, lie carried off the Ascot Vale and Sires 
Produce Stakes, and, going back to Randwick, 
secured the Champagne Stakes. As a tlir(*«*-ycar- 
I.1U Navigator walked off with the Australian Jockey 
('liib Dt*rby and Ix*ger, tlie Victoria Racing Club 
IK'rby and Lt*ger. the Australian Cup, and other 
•vents not included in the classical list. Tom 
Hales rode the bonny black in all these races, and 
on one m'casion, when lie met that magnificent 
ii.are Hccla, in a mile and a quarter, weiglit-for 
age race at Randwick, public excitement knew no 
bounds. Navigator’s stable mate, Nicholas, ridden 
by Rrickley Colley, was sent to ensure a pace. 
Hecla was ridden by Williamson, and some heavy 
iM'ttiiig took place. At the fall of the flag opinions 
VI ere so divided as to the merits of the pair that 
the betting was almost even alxiut either; but. 
g(M)d mare though Hecla was, she was no match 
for Mr. De Mestre’s black son of Robinson (Jriisoo 
-Cocoaniit, wliicli was l«Niked after by W, Hed- 
lan, who ivas subsequently given «-Iiarg»* of Messrs. 
.Merthyr and Baronet’s string at Newcastle.

som, T’lese youngsters were taught their iluties 
bj’ Ned Boiirke ami William Brennan, the latter of 
whom was afterwards a successful trainer in the 
metropolis on his own account. In 1875 Robin Hood 
suffered defeat in the Australian Jockey Club 
l)(*rby, won bv Ri<*limond; but, travelling on to 
Flemington, he* turned the tables by carrying George 
Donm*lly to victory in the Victoria Derby. At 
the 1875 Spring meeting of tlie Victoria Racing 
Club the Aiigb r— Chrysolite colt, afterwards called 
Robinson Crusoe, ran badly, and Mr. Fisher then 
hamhHl him over to Mr. IK* Mestre to train; and 
at the Australian Jmkey Club Autumn meeting of 
the same year the Champagne ami Produce Stakes 
were cn*ilited to Mr. Fislier, and Robin Hood won 
the Australian Jockey Club L*ger at the sanii’ 
meeting, a iHTformance rcpcati’d in the f*dlowing 
vear bv Robinson Crusoe, which in tho previous 
’spring had also placed the Australian Jock«*y Club 
D«*rby to Mr. Fisher’s credit. About this time the 
imi)o’rte<l horse (Jraiidmaster was placetl in Mr. IK* 
Mestre’s hands, but he proved a failure, ami was 
n'turueil to his owner. The Terara trainer also 
put the finishing touches uimui Imperial and A. 
prior to their victories in the Sydney Cup in 1875 
ami 1877. In the latter year Mr. IK* Mestre, by 
the aid of Chester and (Jeorge IKmuelly, platvd tlu

The Saratoga me<*ting lias bnmght together tlie 
largest gathering of horses at aii.v one track this 
year. It has coiisiiiuently drawn probably the 
largest following of racing men, as well as that 
other class of sure thing operators. Naturally, the 
meeting ma.v be exiH*cted to tempt mor* rougli 
stuff. The more horses there are in comiM*titioii tlu* 
more troutilc there is in kwpiiig a close tab on 
them and in watching their performances from day 
to day. , , 

For this reason it is up to the stewanls of the 
Jockey Club to double their watch over crooked 
work. Racing is just now enjoying more popularity 
and wider patronage in this state than it has in 
wveral years. But if the parasites wlio lurk around 
the tracks an* allowed to get in tlieir crooked tricks 
another heavy setback is sure to come sooner or 
later. Reixirts from Saratoga indicate that the 
culprits resixmsible for the trick on ImpiTator may 
soon be identified. For the interest of the siiort 
it is to be lioiH*d that they are caught and properly 
bandied to insure their dislmrment from further 
activities at Saratoga or elsewhere in this state. 

BALLOT— LA VENGANZA COLT FINE SPECIMEN. 



The oolt by Ballot — La Vengnnza, for which 
Th«mas Moaahan paid $9,6(X) at miction Thursday 
night at Saratoga, is claimed by Jack Keene to be 
one of tlie best sons ever bred by tlie late James

King wound up for the event, Mr. De Mestre told 
him tliat ('’liestcr would run three miles in 5:30. 
“Will he?” said Mr. Wilson; “then, if he does, 
First King will run it in 5:26. And the result 
ju-oved his judgement, as First King won in tlie 
time predicted by his trainer. Remaining in Mel- 
iMuirm* for tlu* Autumn meeting of the Victoria 
Racing Club, Mr. De Mestre wound bis charges up 
t«i the moment, and. for a start, won the Ascot 
Vale Stakes with His lairdship, and then bmuglit 
out Chester to meet First King in the St. Ix*ger 
but to no puriK^se. as Mr. Wilson’s horse won com 
fortably. A similar result followed in the Aus 
traliau Cup. and then the two great guns lay bad 
for the Town Plate, on the last day of the meeting. 
In this event First King had to carry a penalty of 
seven iiouuds, nnd this difference enabled Chester 
to score a victory. Other races at the meeting had, 
however, fallen to the all -black stable, and the 
check on settling day was a big one. Returning to 
Randwick, (’hester suffered defeat in the Leger, 
Cap-a-pie being the winner. His Lordship, however, 
avenged this defeat by appropriating the Cham- 
pagne Stakes. Chester and Cap-a-pie met on the 
third day of the meeting over a mile and a quarter. 
A dead-heat resulted, and Chester won the run-off, 
and finished up by winning the three-mile event. 
The meeting was a successful one for Mr. De Mes- 
tre. and when his team retired to winter quarters 
he had a wonderful record for the season. He came 
out in the spring with a fine team, and at Rand- 
wick appropriated the “blue riblxm” by the aid of 
His Ixirdship. Others of his string were victorious 
at the meeting, amongst them being Calamai. 

De Mestre’s Fiftli Victorian Derby. 

The Victoria Racing Club meeting found His 
Lordship a big favorite for the Derby, but he only 
managed to run third. In the Cup. Mr. De Mestre 
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(ieelong Cup with (Diinea, and the following 
. ear repeated the iK*rfoniiance with Giidarz. This 
pair was successful, also, in several handicaps of 
lesser iniiMirtance. The biggest double -event wager 
ever made by one firm in Australia was laid by 
Miller, Jones and O’Brien, then the heaviest bet- 
tors ill the ring. The wager was .50,000 pounds 
to 250 pounds alnnit Navigator and Gudarz for 
the cup. Mr. W. Gannon’s unlucky Sir William 
was an inmate of the stable, and was backed for 
big money to win the cup, as also in doubles with 
Navigator. When the latter landed the Derby the 
ingnien wore in sore trouble, but The Assyrian 
Rood their friend by finisliing in front, with 
Gudarz a good third; and, game fielders thoug 
the ringmeii were in those days, they shivered in 
their boots when they saw Gudarz <*oming to the 
front, and it was a happy moment for them whe 
Saville’s horsi^’s iiuniber went up, as the winm* 
was scarcely backed except by those connected with i 
tlie stable. From 1883 tlu* black jacket was seldom | 
seen in front, though always prominent, and for 
two s<*asous luck of the most heart-rending de- 
scription followi'd the veteran’s horses. There were 
many expressions of regret when, early in 1887, 
Mr. CliblKirii aiiiiouuced the retiremoiit from the 
racing arena of the owner of the black jacket. 
The disiiorsal of the Terara Stud took place on 
\pril 23 of the alxive-stuted year, at the local 
stables, the sale being conducted by Mr. (Mibborn, 
in conjunction with Wallace and Rowe, auctioneers, 

>f the Braidwootl district. All the liorses were 
readily disposed of, excepting several of the 
veteran’s old favorite mares, such as Phoebe, (ii- 
ovalli, etc., which Mr. De Mestre retaiiu*d. The 
sale realizeil big figures, and was attended by 
lending si»ortsnien of New South Wales nnd other 
states. 'Tlie Terara Estate was soon afterwards 
placed ill the market, and was purchased by Mr. 
Hugh Mackenzie, of BundaiUMUi, Burrier (Shoal- 
•laveiL River), who paid 40,(X)0 pounds cash for the 
proiM*riy, which consisted of 1,01X> acres, and has 
since been added to. 

Unblemished Racing Career. 

During his racing career of over thirty years there 
was never the breath of suspicion cast against Mr. 
I)e Mestn*. and the public followed his horses 
knowing they g*it a go<xl run for their inonej'. Had 
Etieiiue IK? Mestre resorted to the trieks we see 
practict*d at some of the meetings tiMlaj’, lie would 
probably have beeome an immensely wealthy man. 
But there was no deception about his dealings; his 
word was his IkuuI, and the publie knew it and 
followed his banner, as in later years the.v followed 
the fortunes of the Hon. James White’s stabh*. 

In the zenith of his fame as a racing propriebir 
and trainer, Mr. De Mestn*’s extensive stables at 
I'erara were frequently visited by pecqile from long 
.listaiiees, and telegraphic aniumiu-emeiitK of the 
movements of his string of horses lietween Sydn«*y 
and Melbourne, and tlu*ir aeliieveiiu'iits at eitluT 
‘Hpitul, were regularly imsted at the little telegraph 
•ffiee in tlie old township which was named after 
liis estate, nnd founded larg‘*ly by his eiiterprist? 
and personal influence, nnd by tlu* supi>ort gciuT- 
ally given to the center by the small armj' of stable 
attendants and training hands that he employed 
there. He had a giKul training c*oursc* on the Terara 
propt*rty, and, notwithstanding the demands made 
upon his time and that of his staff by interstate en- 
gagements. he liberally assisted local turf meetings 
and occasionally sent a horse or two to engage in 
the events. The names of quite a number of the 
successful Terara horses were adopted for business 
concerns. A tobacconist’s shop would bear the name 
(Gudarz, and a billiard room that of Calamai, whilst 
stage coaches ran under the names of Navigator, 
Tim Whiffler, etc. 

Mr. De Mestre was fifty -five years of age when 
he removed from the coast to tlu* milder air of 
the tablelands at Moss Vale. It was then known 
that his health was in a precarious state, but the 
change of residence and circumstances must have 
proved beneficial, for in the new enviroiimeiit his 
days were lengthened to eighty- four years. The 
widow, five sons and three daughters survive him. 
— Sydney Referee of November 8. 



Tliroughout the p<*riod of sixty years or there- 
alKUits, during which it has been asswiated with 
racing, no name has been more liiglil.v respected than m 
that of Ixird Falmouth and no colors, save only the ^ 
roval purple and scarlet, more iwipular than the 
black, wiiite sleeves and red cap, which first came 
prominently into notice when “T. Valentine’s” 
Hurricane won the One Thousand Guineas in 1862. 

The filly b«*at Bertha and nine others, iiu liuliiig the 
favorite Ini|M*ratrice. which took her revenge in 
the Oaks, but was in turn b<*aten by Feu de Joie. 

The assumeil name was droi)p«*d the following year, 
when tlu* “magide” Ja*ket was placed in front 
for the Oaks after a hard race with Marigold, 
which su<‘«umbe<I by a bead only to Qium*ii Bertlia. 

The second was afterward famous as tlu* dam of 
Doncsister. The late i»o<*r did not lK*t, hut made 
exception to tlu* rule on that o<*casioii and ai ccpted 
Mrs. John Scott’s— both marcs were trained by the 
Wizard of tlu* North” — challenge of an even six- 
pence that the daughter of Kiiigstmi would win. 

The lady had tlu* worst of tlu* lutting, as Quceii 
Bertha started at 40 to 1. but the disp.irity in the 
idds was more than compensated for in the settling, 
the “taiiiuT” lieiiig duly presented encircled with 
diamoiuls. No further classic victorj' came until 
ten years later, when the horses were tniined by 
Matthew Dawson and the colors w«;rc onvclopcil 
with a blaze of triumph f«»r the n*maimh*r of L»r«l 
Falmouth’s career on tlu* turf. It was ( ’cell la that 
picked up the wiiiiiitig thread again in tlu* Oiii* 
Thousand (luineas of 1873, :ind following in her 
footsteps came Spiiiaway and Wheel of Fortune, 
tlu* latter and exceptionally g«M>d and game marc - 
although, curiously enough, she raced with her ears 
laid back flat on her ixdl, a habit wliidi nine 
times out of ten denotes cunning. To tlicsi* classic 
vicbirics must be added tlmse of Atlantic, (’Imri- 
bert ami Galliard in tlu* Two Thousand Guineas; 
Kingcraft ami Silvio in the Dcrb.v; Spiiiaway, 
Jannette and Wheel of Fortum* in the Oaks, ami 
Silvio, Jannette and Dutch Oven in the St. Lcgcr — * 
truly a fine record for eh!vcu 3’cars. 

The Archer Connection. 

Atlantic was not the b<*st of the Kele<*t party 
above named, but bis victory calls t<» miml om* of 
the most imiMirtaiit incidents in the brilliant career 
of his rid<*r, Fred Archer, who was apprenticed at 
the age of eh*ven to Matthew Dawson f<»r five 
years, and was only just out of his tinn*. The 
budding jockey was little, if any, above 84 ]>ouuds 
in weight when he was entrusted with the moiiiit 
on tlu* sou of TJiormanby and won, beating Rever- 
beration by a neck, a feat of horscmaiiship which, 
having regard to his youth and weight, was talked 
alauit as a nine days’ wonder. A close ImuuI was 
thus established between owner and jockey, which 
continued until the end. and it is fact that in 
gratitude for the kindness and interest, which 
assunu*d almost a fatherly character. bi*stowed on 
him by Ixird Falmouth. Archer declined to accept 
from him a larger retaining fee as jmkey than 
100 iHHinds iK*r annum, though the minor claims on 
Ills services in many instances were obtaine<i by 
payment of thousands. Briefly, the jockey’s career 
may Im* summarised thus; Starting in 1879. lie rode 
two winners, succeeded by three wlniKTs, succeeded 
by three in the following year and twenty -seven 
ill his third year, but after that lu* went straight- 
away to the front, and for twelve years in success- 
ion headed the list of winning jockeys. From start 
to finish he had eight thousand and eiglity-foiif 
mounts, two thousand seven hundred and forty- 
eight of which Avere successful, showing the mar- 
vellous average of something a little better than 
one in three. And not less Avonderful was his rec- 
ord in classic events, which, commencing with At- 
lantic in 1874 and concluding with Ormomle in 
1886, included five winners of the Derby, six of 
the St. lx*gcr, four of the Two Thousaml Guineas, 
two of tlu* One Tlimisaiul. and four of tlu* Oaks, not 
to mention his triumphs in France with Beaumiiiet 
and Frontlii in the French IK*rby, and on the Eng- 
lish horses, Bruce, Paradox aud Mintiug, in the 
Grand Prix de I’aris.

The Stud Broken Up. 

Lord Falmouth retired from the turf in 1883, 
and ill the first spring w’eek in the following year 
at Newmarket, his horses in training Avere sold, 
the twenty-four bands realizing upAvards of .34.(M)0 
guineas.

beat for the lK*rby, The colt pulled up so sore that 
he Avoulil surely have been lM*aten in the ilecider if 
the race had been run again, but John Haiiiinond 
magnanimously eonsi'iited to a division. Sir .loliii 
had u lM*tter-faiieied candidate in the field in 
Queen Adelaide, Avhich started favorite, but could 
oiilj' finish third, lieaten tAvo Icngtlis from tlu* dcad- 
heaters. Mr. Abington. avIio aajis tlieii resuming 
raeiiig after a brief retirement, Avas anxious to 
make a start on tlu* highest lines ami, having se- 
cured the services of 3’om ('aniioii as tr.iiner aud 
joekey, gaAe him an unlimited commission to pur- 
chase iMitli the Heath House eraeks. His Avas the 
last bid ill opisisitioii to Sir John Willouglib.v for 
Harvest'T, Avliose doubtful fon*leg stalled the traiii- 
j(M*key off, but he Avould not be denied for 
Busylsidy, a typical daught<*r of Petrarch, Avliii-li 
fell to his bid at 8.800 guineas, and a fine bargain 
she proved, as within tlu* week the fill.v got most 
of tlu* money baek by lK*ating Queen Adelaulc and 
winning the One Tlious:ind Guineas, Avliile ('aii- 
noiTs .share in the traiisaetioii Avas further en- 
hanced Avlieii he rode her to vietory again in the 
0;iks, in which race she again lK*at Adelaide, Avitli 
Sii|M‘rlm intervening. 3’hat, however, finished Bus.v- 
biMly’s raeirig eareer, as she broke down bidl.v a 
feAA* da.A's lM‘fore the St. L*ger, though she added to 
her raring fame b.v ]»roduciiig a higli-elass horse in 
Meddler, Avliieli avouIiI probably Imve Avon Isin- 
glass’ IK*rby had not the nomination been ren(h*red 
void b.v the death of Mr. Abington. Lord Fal- 
mouth’s !»n>(*d mares and foals realized 49.710 
guineas, tlu* stallions Kingcraft, <Bieen’s Messen- 
ger, ('liilderic aiul Galliard making 9, BN) giiiiie.is 
aiul sixteen yearlings 18.:3.50 guineas, while the 
total amount p.aid Dir all his bloodstock readied 
the enormous sum of 113, .535 guineas ($590,392).

All the qualities of charaeter of the late peer, 
so de.servedly luipular, arc inherited by the present 
I.oni Falmouth, Avho niaint:iiiis the Merewortli 
Stud and keeps the colors flying on the rnc<*eourse, 
though on a much smaller scale. The racing policy 
folloAved is, as of yore, of the highest class, and 
rarely does the magpie jacket figure in other than 

the principal Aveiglit-for-age races, which will ac- 
count for a comparatiArely sparse record of suc- 
cesses. for it seldom falls to the lot of any owner 
to exiierience such good fortune in breeding and 
racing as Avas the exiierience of the late peer. 
Classic victories were, however, achieved by Quint- 
essi'iice, which was unbeaten on the racecourse, and 
AA'oii, among other races, the One Tlioiisaiid Guineas, 
Avhile Clurissimus. her son, by Radium, annexed 
the Taa'o Thousand but did not run for the Derby 
of that year, and found Hurry On too good for 
him ill the September Stakes. — “Vigilant” in Lou- 
don Sportsman.
